Poland Anxious to 
Pawn Her Industries

RIGA, Latvia, Oct. 14.—The larger 
Polish. banks are unable to pay their 
obligations to Latvian creditors, and | 
those doing business with Poland | 
have lost large sums of money. Mon- 
ey transfers made to Polish banks 
have not been paid. The total claims 
on losses of this nature are well over 
a million dollars in American money. 
As a result the director of the Lat- 
vian state bank reports that. it is 
impossible to do business with Po- 
land.

more necessary than ever.” 

The joint advisory council, whose 
report is signed by Tomsky, on behalf 
of the Russian trade unions, and -by 
the late Fred Bramley, on behalf of 
the. British Trades Union congress, 
notes the ratificatién of the agree- 
ment for joint action, decided upon 
fat the. London conference on April. 7. 
The Russians ratified April 30, and the 
British at the recent Scarborough 
Trades Union congress. 

The report summarizes the world 
|situation as it afféets labor, noting 
the increasing attacks. of the .em- 
ployérs and the evil effects of the 
Dawes plan. Theedanger of war is 
drawn attention to and the increasing 
revolts of colonial peoples against 
capitalist imperialism and _  exploita- 
tion.

Should Japan, however, take part in 
the fight against China, she will only 
render more difficult her situation in 
this country, owing to the lack of 
any possibility of a new division of | 
China. Japan would be very severe- | 
ly hit by a Chinese boycott. On the 
other hand, she has everything to 
gain by co-operation with the Chinese 
bourgeois, as she is best acquainted 
with the Chinese market and Chinese 
habits, and can in many respects pro- 
mote the industrial eupeeiaation of 
China. 
Japs Back Policy. 

There is no doubt that the Japan- 
ese government has not yet decided 
upon a sensible policy towards China. 
It has not yet quite realized that the 
time of the twenty-one demands is 
already passed, it is still under the 
influence of those Japanese cliques 
which are immediately interested in 
the plundering of China. The further 
development will enlighten the Jap- 
anese bourgeoisie as to the growing 
strength of the Chinese évolution 
and will compel it to abandon its pres- 
ent policy.

With regard to the policy of Amer- 
ica, it would be a great mistake to 
believe that the Americans. would re- 
noumce the special foreign courts 
which secure a privileged position to 
the foreign capitalists. The majority 
of the American capitalists think just 
as the English capitalists and are of 
the opinion that the holy work of 
the capitalists cannot be under the 
jurisdiction of a court of “Chinese 
barbarians.” The Americans, how- 
ever, are less keen upon the outward 
form of foreign prestige in China 
and are ready to grant a number of 
concessions regarding small and min- 
or questions which do not affect the 
American money bags, but which, to 
some extent, pacify Chinese public 
opinion. ° 

The Americans are making a great 
fuss over the fact that they are study- 
ing the question of extra-territoriai 
rights, in order to show the Chinese 
the prospects of a way out of the 
present situation. “Introduce proper 
laws and then we will gladly meet 
your demands for the abolition of 
capitalist privileges in China.” 


U. S. Holds Few Trumps. 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
Americans-are endeavoring to gét two 
trumps in their hands; the first trump 
will consist in allowing the Chinese 
customs duties to be raised. 

The question is exceedingly impor- 
tant for the Chinese bourgeoisie and 
for the Chinese government. 

For the Chinese bourgeoisie, be 
cause .the present low and uniform 
tariff has permitted the foreign bour- 
geoisie to over-flood China with its 
goods. The raising of the customs 
duties however, will render it pos- 
sible for the Chinese bourgeoisie to 
build up its own industry.

GERMAN UNIONS 
ARE SMASHED 
BY DAWES PLAN

COLOGNE, Germany — (FP) — I 
spoke with a railway car cleaner at 
Cologne. He was a young man, with- 
out a family. 

For a nine-hour day, six days a 
week he receives 8.3 marks per day 
($1.98). His fellow workers who do 
the heavy track labor are paid 6.6 
marks per day, ($1.55). Thus their 
weekly full-time éarnings are about 
$12 and $9. 

“Is work easy to get here in Colo- 
gne?” I asked them.—‘‘Very difficult,” 
they replied. 

. “There are many men out of work? 
—‘Indeed, we are lucky to have a job.” 

“But can men care for families on 
40 and 60 marks a week?’’—‘“Make it 
100 and a fellow would begin to have 
a chance.” 

“Do all the railroad workers work 
9-hours? Where is the 8-hour day?” 

— ‘Flown away, we work 8-hours for 
the railroad and one hour for Dawes.” 

“But where are your unions,” I 
asked them. “Cannot they defend 
you?”—"Not a bit of it. Many have 
dropped out. Those who remain have 
lost hope. Our unions do nothing for 
us now. The bosses do with us as 
they will. Dawes? Yes, that is what 
the Dawes plan has dene to us.”

police power in any portion of the’ 
republic of Panama whenever public 
order is endangered. But how did 
such a treaty come about? Out of the 
pure generosity of the Panaman -peo- 
ple? Do nations make such treaties 
of their own free will? No. Theres. 
is more than a treaty behind United. 
States intervention in Panama. 

Look at the supplementary volumes 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica issued 
in 1924 and you will find the follow- 
ing: 


Panama, the youngest of the La 
tin-American republics, is in reality 
a protectorate of the United States, 
its constitution, which dates from 
February, 1904, states that in re 
turn for the guarantee of Panama's 
sovereignty and independence the 
United States shall have power te 
intervene “to re-establish publie 
peace and constitutional order.” A. 
close fiscal supervision is at the 
present time being maintained, and 
more than once, when domestic dis- 
turbances began to threaten, the 
United States has landed marines, ' 
has supervised elections, and has as- 
sumed police power in the cities of 
Panama and Colon, 


Thus, not only a special treaty, but 
the very constitution of the “Repub 
lic of Panama,” puts it directly under 
foreign imperialist rule. Panama is 
a protectorate of the United States, 
just as Egypt is a protectorate of 
Great Britain. But ninety-nine out of 
a hundred Americans are ignorant of 
this fact. They have been led to be- 
lieve that Panama, Costa Rica and the 
other little nations to the south of us 
are free countries, living symbols, in 
fact, of American magnanimity and 
forbearance. They have been taught 
in school that the United States has 
no protectorates, that American cap- 
italism is innocent and virtuous and 
quite different from its wicked cousins 
in Europe. The United States has not 
one protectorate but many of them: 
The example of Panama is illustrative 
of the whole method of American im- 
perialism in Latin-American, . he

The Central Executive Committee of the Workers (Communist) Party 
has issued the following statements regarding the disciplining of A. Capraro 
and Leo Pruseka whose cases were carefully and thoroly gone into: 


A 


A. Capraro Expelled 

This decision to expel A. Capraro 
from the ‘party is based upon the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 

1. At the time of the presidential 
elections of 1924, Capraro wrote an 
article in the Italian organ of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers stat- 
ing his position in relation to the elec- 
tion campaign. Altho the Workers 
Party had nominated candidates and 
was carrying\on a campaign in sup- 
port of these candidates, Capraro de- 
clared himself as a neutral and that 
he was withdrawing for the political 
field for the time being. because he 
was unable to choose betwéen La- 
Follette and the Workers ° arty can- 
didate. 


2. In the Bridgeport. strike of the 
Amalgamated Clothing; Workers, 
which took place inh May of this year, 
Capraro acted contrary to Commun- 
ist pelicy. The district execttive com- 
mittee of the party in the Connecticut 
district establishes the following facts 
in reference to Capraro’s activities: 

(a) He urged the discontinuance 
of a strike to regain a previous wage 
cut, and forced the workers back.. 

(b) He told the strikers that they 
were going back on a 100% victory, 
whereas it was a demoralizing defeat. 

(c) He was a party to fooling the 
strikers, since the scabs returned to 
work, 3 days after the. settlement, 
whereas the agreement called for the 
firing of the scabs, 

(d) He preached schemes of class 
collaboration, promising the workers 
that he would see that Hillman would 
meet with the bankers and creditors 
of Wolf and Abrahams, and see that 
they reorganized their shop, and then 
the workers would be able to get a 
wage increase. 

(e) He made himself maentnatis 
responsible to the strikers for the 
carrying out of the terms of the agree- 
ment. 2 ‘ 

(f) He supported at a meeting of 
the executive board of the Bridgeport 
local union, the proposition 6f Levine, 
the scab, that he, Levine, select his 
own investigating committee from the 
executive board to try him for scab- 
bing. This charge is made by Cem- 
rade Feldman after reports from » mem- 


— 


bers of the executive board. 

These charges were brought to the 
attention of Capraro by the C. E. C. 
of the party and he was invited to 
make a reply thereto but has refused 
up to this: date to make any state- 
ment to the Central Executive Com- 
mittee in defense of himself. 

The Central Executive Committee, 
on the basis of these charges, expels 
him from the party and decides he is 
unworthy to be a member of a Com- 
munist Party.

Forces to Produce Rubber. 
Now that the British monopoly 
on rubber has forced the price so 
high as to be almost prohibitive,. it 
threatens the whole auto industry. 
Hence @ mad scramble for new sourc- 
es of raw material. 

Experiments in the Philippines 
prove that rubber trees can be rais- 
ed here equally as well as they grow 
in the tropics. The notion that rub- 
ber can be grown only within a radius 
of ten degrees of the equator is now 
exploded as a myth. 

i Supply of Cheap Labor. 

A survey recently conducted not 
only proves that rubber can be rais- 
ed on the Mindanao and Palawan is- 
lands, but that the cost per acre to 
bring the trees to full bearing age— 
seven years—is but $90 as compared 
with $400 on the plantations in Sama- 
tra; South America. 

In addition to this advantage for 
capitalist investors, there is an inex- 
haustable supply of potential wage 
slaves and coolies that can be driven 
onto the plantations. It costs but 
$5 to transport a native workman 
from the island of Cebu to Mindano, 
and there are more than one million 
of them available. 

The United States at present con- 
sumes 400,000 tons of rubber per 
year. This could ‘be supplied by the 
product of 2,000,000 acfes, less than 
one-third of the public domain in one 
province alone. 

Thus the competition between the 
imperialist nations drives them to 
draw into the industrial hells of capi- 
talism ever larger numbers of the 
colonial peoples already in political 
bondage, to the great powers.

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Gagging Central Labor Councils 


The American Federation of Labor convention, whose delegates 
holding the real power are officials of national and’ international 
unions, and who hate the remnants of rank and file “expression pro- 
vided by the city central labor bodies like poison, took another crack 
at the membership when they authorized the executive council of the 
A. F..of L. to take over the property of central eg aite? whiose charters 
have been revoked. 

This is a move against the left wing activities of a number of 
central bodies which, because of their closer relations With the union 
membershp, are more responsive to its wishes. It is ‘axiomatic that 
what steps have been taken towards building a militdnt labor move- 
ment and arousing political consciousness among the Organized work-| 
ers have been taken by central labor councils. This has beef followed 
by the threat to revoke their charters and after some difficulty they 
have been whipped into line. 

The proposal to confiscate their properties (many central labor 
bodies own labor temples, office furniture, libraries, etc.) is ‘designed 
te strengthen the hands of the conservative elements and give them 
additional argument against insurgent action. 


The decision itself is proof of the fear of A. F. of L. officialdom } 


of the growing left wing movement. A few years ago this issue could 
not have been raised because the only difficulty the executive council 
had with central eotncils was that they occasionally took the wrong 
side in jurisdictional disputes and had their charters revoked. But 
these incidents were only family squabbles without any difference 


. in political policy. 


Today the revolt of central bodies always centers around some 
issue like support of a labor party, amalgamation, syfhpathy for 


Soviet Russia, the presence of Communists as delegates’ from local | 


unions—all of which are fundamental questions for the American 
labor movement and which indicate an entirely new trend of thought 
and action in the ranks of organized labor. 

This is the real important thing in connection with the latest at- 
tempt of the A. F. of L. ‘officialdom to hamstring and gag the union 
membership. 


No Agreement at Lecarne

of the continual delay in reaching an agreement. 

Germany is willing to sign the security pact as it affects the 
French and German frontiers provided no reference in it is'made to 
her eastern boundaries. 
columns of space to the more or less minor differences over the Rhine- 
land territory and trying to conceal the nub of the whole question— 
guarantees for the states on the Russian border, Poland in ‘particular 
—is unable any longer to pervert the truth with platitudes. 

Germany has so far refused to agree to a united front’against 
the Soviet Union that would be implied in the signing of a document 
recognizing the present eastern frontiers and unless the allied im- 
perialists can get her consent to this, the whole scheme for confront- 
ing Soviet Russia with a steel wall, which was to have been consum- 
mated at Locarno, falls to pieces. 

In the meantime, both Germany and Poland seemtd have been 
driven much closer to Soviet Russia, as evidenced by the hew treaties 
recently signed by them. 

Our impression is that the allied governments are now engaged 
in a last minute effort to save their faces and bring home from 


Locarno some kind of an agreement that can be hailed as a victory} 


for their diplomats. Unless the German government representatives 
make a right about face and Poland is whipped into line or bribed 
by a huge loan from Wall Street, the Locarno conference will have 
failed of its object—to close the gap between the counter-revolution- 
ary forces of western Europe made by the refusal of Germany to 
allow allied troops to march across her territory for a joint offensive 
with Poland against the Soviet Union. 


Gold Movements and the Working Class 


The new movement of gold from London to New York is further 
corroboration of what we have been saying of the continual decline 
of British industry. 

British imports increased last month more than $30,000,000 
over the preceding fiscal month, while her exports decreased $1,515,- 
000 making a net increase in the adverse trade balance of $31,515,000 
for the month. 

The exports of heavy industry (iron and steel and kindred 
products) decreased $1,110,925 cmopared with the ‘same month last 
year, and the textile exports dropped $922,355. ‘Coal exports de- 
clined $10,391,000 compared with last September: 

For the first six months of 1925 British imports increased over 
the same period last year by $281,032,985. During the same six 
months exports declined by $50,190,275. ss ait 

These figures are conclusive proof that British industry no 
longer dominates the world markets. Even in ‘her own colonies 
serious inroads are being made by the products of native industry 
and American firms. 

Britain is noe ‘longer’ paying her obligations;in egaewenne- 
she has to pay in gold. 

Shattered British industry is not an attractive investment even 
for “patriotic” Britons and liquid capital will continue to leave 
Great Britain for the United States where the surplus of gold is 
causing the financiers to sit up nights devising schemes to prevent 
a wild inflation.

O will have the leadership in the 

event of a Chinese national re- 
volution? This question has played 
a great role ever since the commence- 
ment of the present struggle for free- 
dom, just as this was the case in 
Russia before October 1905. * It was 
only possible to raise this question 
because up to now in China the class 
antagonisms had not made themselves 
very Much apparent. A national re- 
volution always bears a bourgeois 


.{ character; but in the midst of present- 


day world capitalism, which has al- 
ready developed to its highest stage, 
to imperialism, the young Chinese 
bourgeoisie cannot achieve merely a 
national rewolution. It has been said 
on the other hand that the national 
revolution is not the affair of the 
working class, and that the latter, 
owing to the fact of its weakness, 
would be unable to undertake the 
leadership. 
The United Front. 

The Chinese Communists have de- 
clared right from the outset, that the 
working class must take part in the 
national revolution, because national 
liberation from the domination of 
foreign imperialism must precede the 
emancipation of the proletariat. Even 
if the working class is weak, it can 
neverthless, in relation to the Chinese 
bourgeoisie, be regarded as a_ con- 
siderable force. Hence, only the work- 
ing class in China can take over the 
leadership of the national revolution, 
How right the Communists were in 
their view has been’ proved by the 
recent events of China. 

T is necessary to call to mind the 

reasons for the outbreak of the 
present struggle for freedom. Already 
in February of this year there com- 
menced in Shanghai the strike of the 
textile workers against the foreign 
imperidlists, and which was followed 
in April by the strike in Tsingtao.

They. declared at first that the 
area of. struggle must be limited to 
Shanghai, and,that there also the 
fight should only ° be directed against 
the English police in the foreign 
quarter of the ‘town. The workers, 
however, extended the strikes so that 
today the movement already extends 
right through the .lower Yang-tze 
valley from Shanghaj to the upper 
Yang-tze at Sz-chuen, through the 
Hoang-Ho up to Honan, and through 
the Che-kiang district to.Canton and 
dongkong. Meanwhile the bourgeois 
lave again opened their shops and 
offices in Shanghai, which amounts 
toa sabotage of the struggle for free- 
dom. The working class, driven by 
necessity, agreed to the re-opening 
of the shops and offices, but on condi- 


tion that the English and Japanese | 


were boycotted. Thereupon the bour- 
geois came forward with the argu- 
ment that English trade in ‘China only 
amounts altogether to 1 per cent, and 
that the Chinese merchants, by. boy- 
cotting the English, would do more 
damage to themselves than to _ the 
latter. As a matter of fact the boy- 


cott can only be carried out under 


the control of the workers and by the 
strike of the seamen and transport 
workers. 
OW the bourgeoisie is quite openly 
appealing for support to the tools 
of the imperialists, the Chinese mili- 
tary rulers. Chang Tso-Lin in particu- 
lar is fulfilling with the greatest care 
these instructions to suppress the 
strikes and dissolve the fighting or- 
ganization, At the end of July he 
caused numerous fighting groups to 
be dissolved in Shanghai and Tientsin, 
and in Mukden even the group of the 
Kuomintang.. 
imperiglists in China are '‘mak- 
ing use of every means in order to 
crush the struggle for freedom. Al- 


though they all stand in one united | 


front against the Chinese, they are 
attempting, one in this way and an- 
other in that, to suppress the move- 
ment for freedom. The English are 
proceeding ‘with the most brutal 
means, whilst the Japanese, who were 
the main originators of the unrest, 
are attempting to cast all blame from 
themselves and to win the sympathies 
of the Chinese. 

The Chinese bourgeoisie, the tool 
of the imperialists, at the instigation 
of the Japanese, is only opposing the 
English. The workers called a meet- 
ing for the 30th June in Peking in 
which a resolution was adopted con- 
demming the action of the bourgeoisie. 
The workers are demanding a fight 
against the English and Japanese 
imperialists, and not against one 
party only. Thereupon, on the 18th 
of July, the bourgeois convened a 
meeting in Pekin, which again op- 
posed the demands of the workers 
and only proposed the boycott of the 
English. The gesult of this was a 
collision, regarding which the bour- 
geois papers naturally reported that 
the people with the red flags were 
the cause of the\ disorders.

In Tientsin there 
are, in all, nine textile companies 
with 400,000: spindles and 20,000 
workers. 


The facts given above enable us to 
judge for ourselves in whose hands 
lies the leadership of the national re- 
volution. Not only can the bourgeoisie 
not take over the leadership itself, 
but it is already ounter-revolution- 
ary; it is the faithful henchman of 
the imperialists. Today only the pet- 
ty bourgeois and the peasantry and 
the students who have sprung from 
the peasantry can take part in the 
fight, and then only as the auxiliaty 
forces of the workers.

Butchery Still Rages 


HIS appeal comés to confirm the 

danger which ‘fs “based upon the 
following facts: 

Telegrams from Sofia to foreign 
newspapers gave great publicity. all 
over the world regarding the com- 
mutation of sentenees of death to life 
imprisgnment of hitinmdreds sentenced 
by coyrt martial. It was evident that 
this was done only to pacify public 
opinion abroad. The announced re- 
vocation of death sentences was mere- 
ly intended to patify the growing de- 
mand from the @¢ivilized world that 
public hangings of! the victims of the 
white terror cease. ° 

When the ttwo-yéar history of vio- 
lence of:the ZahKov government is 
considered, it is mo surprise that un- 
der the veil of m&gnanimity the re- 
vocation of the déaith sentences would 
be meaningless and they would con- 
tinue under other forms and the vic- 
tims, who could not defend their mur- 
ders would be recorded as having 
committed suicide, attempted to es- 
cape, etc. The Varna Case proves 
that this diabolical conspiracy is al- 
ready being carried into effect. 


; pes recent threats of Zankov in the 

national assembly inditate that it 
is not a matter of murdering only 
those previously sentenced who have 


| had their se ntences revoked, but that 


there impends a “general extermina- 
tion of all those gro dare oppose or 
have in the pas&’opposed the Zankov 
regime and who, chad not already pass- 


ed under the butcher’s knife in the, 


massacres of September, 1923; Sep- 
tember, 1924 and April, 1925. The 
communication from Sofia that new 
lists are being prepared is evidence 
that the threat of Zankov—‘Terrible 
bloodshed will agai ncome to the 
suffering Bulgarian land’—were not 
for a distant future, but for the pres: 
ent. That is the reason for the hasty 
adjournment of the session. It was 
necessary to give the rulers time to 
“work.” General Russev not long ago 
declared that he has received “au- 
thentic reports” about the peasants 
and Communists who; are again 
“hatching something,” and soon too, 
so'the government should take meas- 
ures. It is well-known that such pro- 
nouncements by Gen. Russev always 
heralds new butcheries by the gov- 
ernment. 

HE democratic leader, Liapchev, by 

his conduct also heralds the com- 
ing slaughter. Only recently in his 
paper Preporetz,; he. suggested a 
change in the cabinet. It is an open 
secret that he hoped to come to power 
after the fall of aZnkv. But he now 
proposes to postpone the change in the 
cabinet for a few months until “neces- 
sary work” is done, this necessary 
work being the “cleansing” of Bul- 
garia from Comunists and revolution- 
ary peasants.
